GERMANS STRIKE BACK 
AT ADVANCING BRITISH. 


Flanking M ovement 


in Bourlon Region 


Causes Sanguinary Fighting.

RITISH HBADQUARTERS IN 
B dec. 2—The Hin-

their first pretensious attempts to 
oust the British from the territory 
Won by Gen. Byng last week. They 


their object, although they captured 
a considerable stretch of territory 
in the Gonnelieu region, just south 
of the scene of the recent British 
offensive. 

Two great attacks were delivered 
yesterday morning. One extended 
from Moeuvres to Bourlon wood; 
the other was along approximately 
@ 12,000-yard front between Vend- 
hulle on the south and Creve- 
coeur on the north. Both assaults 
were made in very strong force and 
the infantry was supported by fire 
from newly concentrated German 
guns 


In the northern attack the Ger- 
mans succeeded in rushing down de- 
tween Moeuvres and Bourlon wood 
for a considerable distance, but 
were hurled back by a counter-at- 
tack after particularly sanguinary 
fighting. The line in this section 
today was virtually as it stood be- 
fore the Germans attacked. 

In the southern battle the Ger- 
mans broke through the British 
front south of Villers-Guisilain, and, 
by executing a turning movement 
ta the north, succeeded in envelop- 
ing Gauche wood, Gouzeaucourt, 
Gonnelieu and La Vacquerie tem- 
porarily. 
BRITISH RECOVER. 

After the first shock of the at- 
tack by a superior number of forces, 
the British organized a counter-at- 
tack and sent up reinforcements. The 
British troops were thrown against 
Germans in Gouszeaucourt which 
represented the enemy's extreme

NEGLECTED CANAL 


CAUSED CHINA FLOOD. 
[A. P. FOREIGN 
TEHCHOW (China) Nov. 1.— 


China’s Grand Canal, neglected and 
allowed to silt up, ie largely respon- 
sible for the prolonged flood which 
has wrought so much ruin in North 
China. 

As it now stands, the north sec- 
tion of the Grand Canal is merely a 
catch basin for the flood watere of 
practically all of Chili province and 
delivers the water into the Tien-tsin 
area, where the - Pei-ho is too 
small to carry the floods to the sea. 

The correspondent of the Asso- 
clated Press, who completed a tour 
of the northern section of the Grand 
Canal by junk, found eh broken in 
many places on both shores. The 
thousands of acres of inundated 
country between Tehchow and Tien- 
tsin constitute a series of lakes 
which are continually feeding the 
Grand Canal and delivering flood 
water to Tien-tsin.

SHIP PROBLEM. 


America's Great Building 
Programme Suffices. — 


Colby Satisfied with the Con- 
ference in Paris. 
Committees to Report to 
Home Governments. 


(RE ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.} 

PARIS, Dec. 2.—The problem of 
shipping has been solved by the Al- 
lies, Bainbridge Colby, representa- 
tive of the Ameritan Shipping 
Board at the inter-Allied confer- 
ence, said today. The solution is 
found in the enormous shipbuilding 
programme ot the United States. 

“Il am not permitted, by the na- 
ture of things, to discuss the work 
of our mission and its resulta,” said 
Mr. Colby. “I can say, however, 
that it has been of the highest value 
and significance. My time has been 
Almost entirely engaged with the 
shipping problem, which is in @ 
sense the problem of the war. 

“I think I can fairly say that the 
es is solved. The stupendous 

ullding programme of America is 
the anewer to the submarine, the 
answer which the defective paychol- 
ogy of Germany could not foresee. 

“Of course, the most fruitful 
thing about our visit is the oppor- 
tunity u has given us to meet face 
to face and exchange views freely 
with the men who are directing the 
mighty events now passing. But to 
me the most interesting contact has 
been with the men at the front. 
Here you find no trace of the doubts 
or hesitationsa of the council cham- 
ber. The soldiers are splendid. It 
is almost ineredible that after three 
years of war one should find such 
tone and spirit among the fighting 
forces.” 

Members of the American mission 
are busy compiling reporte and 
clearing up minor details in confer- 
ence with their French and British 
associates. 

It is officially announced that no 


plenary meeting of the conferencé/] 


will be held, and that the Americans 
will take no further part in the 
meetings of the supreme War coun- 
cll until the mission has returned 
home and made its report.

FIRST METHODIST. 


THY BEST FRIENDS OF THE KAISER IN THE 
UNITED STATES TODAY ABE BOOZE 
AND PACIFISM. 


Dr. Charles Edward Locke last 
night in the First Methodist Epis- 
copal Chureh opened the monthly 
question drawer and answered many 
interesting questions. In-reply to 
the question: “Which is the greater 
menace, a pro-German or a paci- 
fist?” he said: 

“You know where the former 
stands, for he is outspoken; and as 
soon as he deciares himself he 
ought to be arrested and put in an 
airplane and carried over German 
territory and dropped down in Ber- 
lin or Potsdam: and in nine cases 
out of ten the Prussians would place 
this traitor in the front line trenches 
with the hope that he would soon 
go into the hot region which is pre- 
pared for Judas Iscariots and Bene- 
dict Arnolds: 

“But the pacifist is often pious, and 
in holy tones claims that he alor® 
is acting like Jesus Christ. The 
pacifist is a national nuisance. It is 
a pity that the Waluable time of 
judges has to be taken up in trying 
cases against avowed pacifists.” 

“IT am in favor of importing all 
pacifists to Germany for a treat- 
ment of their spinal columns, after 
Which they might join the Kaiser's 
hosts, for pacifiste at this time might 
as well be carrying on à pro-Ger- 
man propaganda, 

“The best friends of the Kaiser 
in the United States today are booze 
end pacifisism. This is the day for 
big, strong, * straight, red-blooded 
men to stand up and be enrolled 
as defenders of the home and the 
church, and beautiful womanhood 
and innocent girlhood and babyhood.

Taking for his text the incident in 
the life of Saul, when, in fear of 
the hests of the Philistines, he, dis- 
guised himself and went to Endor 
to seek information of the woman 
who had a familiar spirit, Dr. Pat- 
ton said: 


“This story has a strangely mod- 


Through all the ages, 
religion and superstition, like the 
light and the shadow that is cast 
by it, have walked along together, 
The ordinary, the legitimate, the re- 
spectable connection between men 
and the unseen world, is religion. 
But whenever a man feels that reli- 
gion does not tell him en8ugh about 
this unseen worid, ner Ing him 
olose enough to it, nor let him sum- 
ciently into its mysteries and secrets, 
he will always try to find some 
other method of approach. So long 
as you have religion, therefore, and 
eo long as you have people who wish 
more information about the unseen 
world, ora shorter cut to it than re- 
ligion offers, you will have supersti- 
tion. Superstitions are the little by-. 
paths that run along through the 
bushes, or over the rocks beside the 
great highroad of religten. 

“There is a time in every man's 
life—or there ought to be—when' 
one of his main ambitions is to get 
rid of all superstitions. So he glares 
around into the corners of his mind 
and, whenever he comes to a stalk 
of old growth of things taught back 
there in his childhood that the min- 
ister used to preach, he pulls it up 
ruthlessly aud throws it into the 
street. Everything that cannot be 
proved, everything that shrinks the 
least bit when you touch ft, every- 
thing that turns color under the full 
glare of the calcium must go. Now 
this is a healthy state of mind, but 
let me give you a caution. Root out 
of your mind whatever you are sure 
is superstition — be just as thor- 
ough about. is as you, ike — 
only he sure that it really is 
superstition and not something 
else. I said that superstition is the 
counterfeit of religion. You might 
more truly say that they are twin 
sisters——and that there is a whole 
family. of them beside. 

“Superstition is the daughter of 
faith—only she is the daughter who 
has gone A&A little astray. She is the 
sister of imagination, the mother or 
many noble inspirations, while rev- 
erence, and the open vision and the 
open heart, and susceptibility to the 
subtier influences of life, are all her 
brethren. If vou get rid of super- 
stition you do well, but if In getting 
rid of her, you put the whole fam- 
ily onto the sidewalk with her, it le 
a question whether you are not a 
good deal worse off than before. 
Never be afraid of belleving some- 
thing that seems to you reasonable 
and good just because somebody else 
brands it as a superstition. Get rid 
of your Superstitions, but hold your 
own beliefs."

‘ packing industries of Southern California 
have been developed through the discovery 
that the California tuna, properly prepared, 
wes a delicacy which deserved the name 
“chicken of the sea.” while Pacific Coast 
Sardines compared favorably with the im- 
ported article. 

The marvelous growth of this pacRing in- 
Gustry is shoyn by figures published in the 
— tnd@ustrial edition of the Long Beach Tele- 
gram. There are now twenty-two fish can- 
neries in Southern California, representing 
an investment of $3,000,000. For this last 
2 Year the output of these establishments has 
deen nearly 2,900,000 cases of tuna, alba- 
i core, sardines and other fish, valued at al- 
most $10,000,000. 

Carloads of our fish products are shipped 
to Chicago, New York and other eastern 
markets, and shiploads have been sent to 
foreign markets. At thé present time our 
own government is a heavy purchaser of 
our fish products, while France and Ens 
land are also buying “tinned” fish from 

Southern California. 

Five plants are now located at Long 
Beach and one at San Pedro, all of which 
are actively engaged in turning out canned 

tena, sardines, albacore, yellowtail, mack- 

erel, bonita and barracuda. These estab- 
lishments employ a large fleet of fishing 
boats and give profitable employment to 
several hundred men and women in the 
canneries. Fish are brought to these plants 
from all along the coast from Santa Bar- 
bara to Mexico, the boats sometimes mak- 
fag trips of several hundred miles. 

This industry is, as yet, in its infancy. 
The supply of edible fish in Pacific waters 
ie practically unlimited. The demand for 
sea foods is steadily increasing, even when 
the market is normal. The people of this

Myself, I incline to be- 
lieve that when in six days He had 
“created the world and all that in it 
ie”—including us parasites who are 
the only ones that ever disappoint 
Him—I guess God Did rest on the 
seventh day,” and needed to—and 
that He SMILED. And that His 
Smile was a Trout! But Im sure 
it was a BROOK Trout! 

The other night we rode from 
7:30 p.m. to 4:30 am. to “catch 
trout” in a famous and beautiful 
artificial lake “planted” annually 
with some hundred thousands of 
tnch-long trout by a Beneficent 
State. 

We broke inch ice and got the 
boat out, and rowed to “the banks.” 

I have lake-fished from a canoe in 
Maine, New mpshire, Vermont, 
with invasions dt Canada and Nova 
Scotia. But the centuries rolled 
back on me as a scroll when they 
kindly advised me (and I found they 
were right) How to Fish for Trout— 
Here. 

“Fish on the Bottom!” Hell! We 
used to fish there for Suckers! 

I did catch these near-Fish on the 

and datum plane of the 
mud of the bottom, in thirty feet of 
water. Two-pounders put up a fight 
just about the equivalent of a quar- 
ter-pound Dolly Varden. And we 
“chummed” them wfth canned corn! 


And seduced them with canned 
salmon ess! O ‘Trumpery, 0 
Moses! 


Of course it was better than 
nothing. But it was like meeting a 
sylph-like sweetheart of thirty years 
ago, to find her of the figure of a 
woo}-sack belted dround the middle, 
Md with Merchantable Teeth! 

Can it be that those omnipresent 
Teuton Spies are sowing our lakes 
with bastard spawn and silt so that 
our trout are slowly but ruthlessly 
evolving into German Carp? 

Never having “run” a grocery 
store nor the Government, I am 
somewhat at a loss when friends 
who have done the former with abil- 
ity ask me whether Isaac Newton 
invented or abolished the Attraction 
of Gravitation, and when and by 
whom the Law of Supply and De- 
mand was first vetoed or repealed. 
I dislike to say “Damfino”—not be- 
cause it is semi-profane, but be- 
cause it is Not Oracular. It is not 
Delphic enough to satisfy either 
Apollo or his questioner. 

The wholesale and retail grocers 
of New Mexico (whence I write this) 
voted unanimously the other day to 
“Stand Behind the Government; to 
obey and enforce its Food Regula- 
tion: and to Abandon Profits, if 
necessary, upon all restricted ar- 
ticles during the war.” There is no 
discount on the Americanism | of 
good old New Mexico, even though 
her population is 60 per cent. Span- 
ish-speaking. Her “Mexicans” in 
the Civil War saved the Southwest 
and California from being ampu- 
tated from the Union; and in the 
battles of Apache Canyon and 
Pigeon’s Ranch, which I twice 
passed today, near Glorietta on the 
Santa Fe Railway, they drove the 
Confederates back down the Rio 
Grande. And only the other day, it 
was largely their vote which turned 
New Mexico Dry.“ Vea, the State 
that was civilized long before Plym- 
outh Rock, she’s All Richt! 

“Sure!” said my friend (leading 
retall grocer here for thirty years.) 
“Sure, we'll help to Win the War. 
But we will have to Study Some! 

“We must not raise prices, We 
must not buy goods bevon what 
will last us thirty days. To the cus- 
tomer Who buys sugar by the dol- 
lars worth, we must sell only 50 
cents’ worth at a time; the cus- 
tomer Who bought four bits’ worth 
can have only two bits’ worth. We 
cannot sel] by the sack at all. 

‘Sugar and flour, for instance, I 
buy in carload lots. A Carload was 
30,000 ‘pounds. That wonld last me 
four months; and I could sell cheap, 
with a narrow mapgin of profit. 

“But now they have deareed a 
60,000-pourid Carload, which would 
stock me for some eight months. 
But I am not allowed to buy more 
than one-eighth of that quantity. 
The Regulations cut me about twice 
the average profit of a grocer—that 
ia, for every pound of sugar I sell, I 
shall lose as much as I used to make 
profit. We have pledged ourselves, 
to the man, to abandon profits—but 
1 don't know how many of us, nor 
how Ing. We can keep in business 
at such a loss. Perhaps the Govern- 
ment can help us Find a Way. 

“For my own part, I cannot see 
what will be gained by this in any 
way; nor why I should not save 


modest living for myself, by pur 
chasing in carload lots: nor why the 
customer should not save moser for 
himself and at least an even ledger 
for me by buying by the sack.

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EXPLOSIVE LAW 
DETAILS GIVEN. 


Provisions of Act Concerns 
Miners and Oil Men. 


Right Kinds. of Licenses are 
Measure is Designed to Halt 
Promiscuous Sale. 


Miners, mining companies, oll op- 
erators and employees, oil well 
Sheoters—all persons or companies 

Raving occasion to use explosives of 
any kind—should study carefully 
the act of Congress reg lating their 
manufacture, sale, distribution, stor- 
ame and use during the period of 
the war. Briefly the provisions of 
the act, which tock effect November 
16, are as follows: 

Ali manefactaurers or those who 

hendla «xplestves of any kind are 
required to cbtain Nc+mses from the 
United States Bureau of Mines. The 
Getirition of expicsives is compre- 
hensive enough to cever every line 
‘of blasting materials, gunpowder or 
Chemical compounds capable of be- 
ing exploded. Small arms and shot- 
Sun cartridges, however, are ex- 
pressiy excluded from the operation 
of the law, and small quantities of 
ingredients used for making explo- 

‘gives may be purchased, stored and 
weed for other purposes without a 
teense 


Under Section 5 is the following 
passage of most interest to mining 
fompanies and employees: Pro- 
vided further, that the superintend- 
ent. foreman, or other duly author- 
feed employes, at a mine, quarry, 
er other work, may, when licensed 
So to do, sell or issue, to any work- 
man under him, such amount of ex- 
plosives, or ingredients, as may be 
required by that workman in the 
performance of his duties, and the 
workman may purchase or accept 
the explosives, or ingredients, 80 
Sold or issued, but the person 80 
selling or issuing same shall see that 
any unused explosives, or ingredi- 
ents, are returned, and that no ex- 
Plosives, or ingredients, are taken 
by the workmen to any point not 
necessary to the carrying on of his 
duties.“ 

Under Section 9 all persons au- 
thorized to sell or distin» of explo- 
sives “shall keep a coniplete item- 
ised and accurate record, showing 
each person to whom explosives are 
sold, given, bartered, or to whom or 
how otherwise d of, and the 
quantity and kind of explosives, and 
the date of each such sale, gift, bar- 
ter or other disposition; and this 
record: shall be sworn to and fur- 
nished to the director of the Bureau 
of Mines, or his authorized repre- 
sentatives, whenever requested.’’ 

ISSUB EIGHT KINDS.

Licenses are to be issued only to 
citizens of the United States or of 
countries with which the nation is 
At peace. Licenses may be refused 
to aby applicant believed to be dis- 
loyal and licenses issued may be re- 
yoked for disloyalty. When refused 
licenses 09 when licenses are re- 
voked, the applicants or holders may 
appeal from the director of the Bu- 


National Defense. No provision is 
made in the act for any further ap- 
peal and apparently the council is 
the court of last resort. 

The ditector of the Bureau of 
Mines will designate in each district 
of the country a person who shall 
have authority. to igsue licenses. A 
fee of 26 cents will be charged for 
each license. In each State the 
President may appoint, with the ad- 
viee and consent of the Senate, an 
inapector oRexplostves at a salary of 
$2400 a year. Inspectors so ap- 
pointed may be detailed for service 
anywhere. 

The location of all magazines or 
explosive plants must be plainly in- 
dicated and marked “Explosives— 
‘Keep Off.” Unauthorized persons 
must be kept off such premises, and 
the discharge of firearms or bombs 
thereupon or at such premises is for- 
bidden. 

The Bureau of Mines is author- 
ized to investigate all explosions or 


kept with a view to prosecution if 
they shall be found to have been 
due to criminal action or with a view 
to future prevention if the result of 
accident. 4 

- Violations of the law or of any of 
the regulations made by the Bureau 
of Mines thereunder will be misde- 
meanors punishable by a fine of not 
more than $5000, or by imprison- 
ment for not more than one year, or 
7 both. 2

Development Co. has suspended op- 
erations in Lewis Canyon, eighteen 
miles from here, and it is reported 
that the company, which was 
backed by the Whittier Ou Syndi- 
cate of Los Angeles, will go to 
liquidation. This company was en- 
gaged in extensive work. During 
the past year some fifty men were 
employed. .A concentrating mill 
with a daily capacity of 100 tons 
was erected and a considerate | 
amount of development work was 
projected and partially executed. 
The Los Angeles men are credited 
with expending over $300,000 in prov- 
ing up values and had shipped ore 
estimated to be worth $50,000, when 
the determination to close down Was 
reached. 

The high cost of power ifs said to 
have influenced the company shut- 
ting down. 

The power company was prepared 
to contract for a lower rate per 
horse power if it could have er- 
tended its lines. The holdings of 
the mpany comprised two main 
tunnels, known as the Monitor, 2200 
feet long, and the Eagle, which was 
Griven for a distance of 1600 feat, in 
addition ‘to over 1000 feet of de- 
velopment work,” 

Labor difficulties induced the com- 
Pany to turn the property over to 
leasers, some twelve or thirteen pay- | 
ing tribute on their production. The 
mill was situated at the portal of 
the Monitor tunnel and equipped ac- 
cording to the Marey process, fol- 
lowed by a Dorr classifier, with con- 
centration done by flotation.

DECISION SETTLES OIL 
PIPE LINE CONTROVERSY. 


Railroad Commission Now in Clear on 
Control of Pipe Carriers. | 


‘Supreme Court of Call- 
fornia has unanimously de- 
Clared the Producers’ Trans- 


earrier of oil for hire, subject to the 
juriediction of the State Railroad 
Commission under the act of 1913. 
By another decision just filed the 
court has declared that the Aasoci- 
ated Ol Company and its subsidiary, 
the Associated Pipe Line Company, 
are not common carriers and are not 
subject to public regulation. The 
eourt clearly holds that the ques- 
tion whether a pipe line is.a public 
utility dedicated to public use or 
& private line, operated solely for 
the use of the owners is a ques- 
tion of fact to be determined in 
each case separately, and that up- 
on euch question of fact depends the 
question whether or not it is sub- 
Ject to public regulation. 

However, the decision settles the 
authority of the commission over 
such pipe-I nes as may have n 
dedicated, directly or indirectly, by 
the owners to public use, and over 
lines the owners of which have vo)- 
untarily submitted to regulation. 

The decision in the producers’ 
case opens the way to the adoption 
of rates and rules for the Standard’s 
lines. The General Pipe Line, be- 
tween the San Joaquin Valley fields 
and Los Angeles, is now also sub- 
ject to regulation. When called up- 
on by the Railroad Commission to 
file rates as a common carrier this 
company contented itself with mere- 
ly offering evidence and argument 
to the commission to show why in 
the opinion of its officers, it should

BY OWN ACTS. 

In the Producers’ Transportation 
case the court holds that by the 
wording of its articles of incorpor- 
ation, by the very purpose for which 
it was built, and by its own declara- 
tions in court, in past actions, the 
company has made and declared it- 
self to be a common carrier of oil 
for hire. 

Briefly stated, the Producers’ 
pipe-line from the San Joaquin Val- 
ley fields to tidewater at Port Har- 
ford, San Luis Obispo county, was 
bullt for the express purpose of 
transporting for hire the oll pro- 
duced by the companies, now about 
175 in number, belonging to the In- 
dependent Oj) Producers’ agency. 

Upon the general question of the 
power of the Legislature to subject 
to regulation companies doing a 
public utility business the court says 
such power is established beyond 
dispute. 

DID NOT APPEAL. 

The Union On Company, now 
practically the sole owner of the 
Producers Transportation Com- 
pany, did not appeal from the judg- 
ment of the Railroad Commission as 
to its other pipe-lines, including the 
line between Los Angeles and the 
harbor on the one hand and the Ful- 
lerton-W hittier oilfields on the 
ether. This last has in the past 
done some work as a common car- 
rier, On ite own motion the Rail- 
Commission declared a num- 
ber of minor  pipe-lines were not 
common carriers.

GRAIN MEN SATISFIED 
HAVE ENOUGH CEREALS. 


RAIN trade statisticians have 
satisfied themselves that the 

. world’s cereal shortage would 
disappear with transportation disa- 
bilities; that there d superabun- 
dance of grain in the leading export- 
ing countries; that the suffering in 
importing countries is due entirely to 
lack of ship space on the seas and 
car space in North America, which 
has more coarse grain on hand than 
can be absorbed by domestic and 
expor tdemand in sight. Corn and oats 
crops in the United States this year 
broke all records, and the corn crop 
produced an unprecedented propor- 
tion of sample grade—the poorest 
merchantable sort—and no grade 
uality, according to the Wall Street 

ournal. 

The trade generally believes that 
final returns will show yields above 
the preliminary estimates of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. An appeal 
to the Railroad War Board for cars 
te move grain has been made by 
the Chicago Board of Trade, and 
equipment its being moved into the 
belt to relieve the shortage. Recent 
large sales of oats to the govern- 
ment are to be moved promptly, as 
the cars for the grain are being 
furnished. Corn is selling at much 
lower levels than of late, and closer 


to the future. Grain exchanges have} because a reasonable reserve must be
